eInsuperable Barrier to Peace. 

The standing committee of the 
irish peace conference has adopt- 
ed a resolution recording its con- 
viction that the reprisals “consti- 
tute an almost insuperable barrier 
to the success of the committee’s 
efforts in the cause of peace.” 

Meanwhile reports from ireland 
tell of numerous threats of further 
reprisals, circulated verbally or by 
posters. Warnings are alleged to 
have been given several towns in 
West Clair that they would be 
burned unless Captain Lendrums, 
resident magistrate of Kilrush, 
who had been missing since last 
Wednesday and who is believed to 
have been kidnapped, is not re- 
turned within 48 hours. The town 
of St. Neyr suffered from a said 
at an early hour Monday.

In Defense of Reprisals. 

The London Globe, in an edito-

“It is not in accordance with hu- 
man nature.” the editorial said in 
part, “to endure attacks without 
retaliating. Violence is the inevita- 
ble retort of men exasperated be- 
yond endurance. They are driven 


to réprisals as their only resource."/ 

“There are only two methods b 
which the Irish question can be 
dealt with,” The Globe continued. 
“Kither the Sinn Fein element 
should be given what it wants or 
the entire southwest portion of Ire- 
land should be declared in a state 
of siege. 

The Globe favored the latter meth- 
od as the only one which the Eng- 

lish goyernment could pursue.

Mother Guilty 
Of Aiding Sons 
To Evade Draft 


Wealthy Mrs. Bergdoll 
and Four Co-Defendants 
Convicted — Motion for 


New Trial. 


Philadelphia, September 28.—Mrs. 
Emma C. Bergdoll and her four co- 
defendants were found guilty to- 
night of conspiracy to aid two of 
her sons, Grover and Erwin, evade 
the draft. The verdict was returned 
before Judge Dickinson, in federal 
court. 

Mrs. Bergdoll, her son, Charles A. 
Braun, «and former Magistrate 
James E. Romig were found guilty 
of every count under which they 
had been indicted. 

Albert S. Mitchell and Henry 
Schup were acquitted on the indict- 
ast: they alone were de- 
fendants, but found guilty with a 
recommendation for mercy in the 
joint bills. 

On application of their 
the defenuants were released 
$10,000 bail each pending @ motion 
for a new trial. — 

There were seven indictments, in- 
cluding fifty-six counts. In two of 
the indictments all five defendants 
were charged with conspiring with 
Grover’ and Erwin Bergdoll to as- 
sist them in evading the draft. Tite 
cther five indictments charged each 
defendant separately with conspits 
ing with the’ Rergdoll brothers to 
evade the draft. During the trial. 
automobile, hunting and fishing 
trips enjoyed by the two Bergdo!l! 
while they were being 
sought by the government were de- 
ecribed by the witnesses for the 
prosecution. It was testified thar 
Mrs. Bergdoll was present at the 
start of several of these trips and 
prepared lunches to be eaten by 
their sons and their guests. For- 
mer Magistrate Romig, according 
to the testimony, was on several 
of these -trips and, together with 
Mrs. Rergdoll, had withdrawn $105,- 
600 in gold from the treasury at 
Washington in exchange for bank 
notes. /

5 Urge all civie bodies to co-operate in 
curbing traffic violations by impressing 
their membership with the necessity of 
observing traffic regulations and reporting 
violations under their notice.

Seven Sox regulars’and one for- 
mer player compose the players 
against whom true bills were voted 
by the Cook county grand jury and 
the seven were immediately sus- 
pended by Mr. Comiskey. With his 
team only one game behind the 
league leading Cleveland Indians. 
the White Sox owner served no- 
tice on h!s seven stars, that if they 
were found guilty, he would drive 
them out of organized baseball for 
the rest of their lives. 

Officials of Chief Justice, Charles

DECLARES DEMOCRACY

Dr. Jameson’s (etter, which was 
addressed to the editors of the lead- 
ing newspapers in Georgia, was in- 
spired in reply to the “infamous and 
cowardly attack”.made Monday on 
the war record of Clifford Walker, 
candidate for governor, in the edi- 
torial pag2 columns of The Atlanta 
Georgian, William Randolph Hearst's 
southern newspaper. Dr. Jameson 
brands every charge as false and 
contrasts the stand of the two 
gubernatorial candidates as to loy- 
alty to country. 

The writer, one of the best known 
pastors of the Baptist faith in the 
south, expresses himself as outraged 
at the methods employed by the 
Hearst organ and declares that these 
kind of tactics make the issue in 
this race a greater one than a mere 
contest between individuals, and put 
it on the plane where every decent 
Georgian is vitally concerned in the 
‘overwhelming defeat of Hardwick 
on October'6 and the repudiation 
of such tactics as those employed 
by The Georgian, under “the cover 
of a nom de plume.”

QUESTION OF IRELAND 
ONE FOR THE LEAGUE 


In Striking First Open 
Blow in the Presidential 
Campaign Wilson Takes 
Direct Issue With Har- 
ding About Ireland.

Washington, September 28.—Pres- 
ident Wilson, in dealing his first 
Open blow in the presidential cam- 
paign, shows himself at odds on the 
Irish question with Senator Har- 
ding. 

Harding,

Wilson Uses Tumulty’s Signature. 

The president issued his first 
campaign document over the sig- 
nature of Secretary Tumulty. Tum- 
ulty, at the direction of the presi- 
dent, replied to a letter from Ed- 
win M. Swartz, of Los Angeles, by 
quoting answers the president made 
to questions from newspaper men 
when he was on his western trip 
of a year ago. The president said. 
in addition to the paragraphs 


quoted, that the covenant of the 
league does not obligate any na- 


tion to assist in putting down re- 
bellion within another nation, and 
that under the covenant this coun- 
try could recognize the independ- 
ence of a people who had achieved 


}of the league. 

\The letter was regarded as the 
first of a number of utterances the 
president will make to assist Gov- 
ernor Cox. It marked his open 
entry into the campaign, following 
an adjustment of differences be- 
tween himself and the Cox forces. 
Democrats, it is said, are willing 
for the president to force the league 
issue to the front, and are anx- 
ious for his support in. behalf of 
Cox. 

It was considered noteworthy 
that the president had come to 
grips with Harding at the outset, 
and that he had struck directly at 
the heart of a question that has 
figured largely in the campaign. 

Swartz Asked About Ireland. 

In his letter to President Wilson 
Mr. Swartz declared the forces 
supporting the republican. ticket 
were contending that if Article 19 
of the league covenant was rati- 
fied the United States “would be 
bound to support England in hold- 
ing Ireland under subjection.” 

The letter to Mr. Swartz follows: 

“In reply to your letter of the 
20th of September, 1 beg to say

Many other cases have been 
recorded, but in each either an im- 
postor or some natural disease has 
been found responsible. 

The dental significance of such 
subjects, states a leading dentist of 
Atlanta, is that in 1593 there exist- 
ed artisans or dentists capable of 
making gold crowns. In the case 
of Eva Catherine Lee he suggests 
that some disease of the tooth has 
stripped it of the dentine leaving a 
yellowed tooth. Further, the den- 
tist asserts that early cutting of 
the molars happens very often.

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LEGIONS STAND 
ON UNION LABOR 


Convention Indorses the 
Statement of Comman- 
der P*Olier — Legion’s 
Stand Regarding Politics 
Up Today. 


Cleveland, September 28.—The 
second annual convention of the 
American Legion in session here 
today underwent a barrage of reso- 
lutions and committee reports and 
then when adjournment was taken 
tis evening after a nine-hour ses- 
sion, there were several committees 
to be heard, reports of which will 
be brought up tomorrew morning. 

The committee on time and place 
for the next national convention 
recommended Kansas City as the 
place and October 31 to November 
2, 1921. as the date for the next 
convention, and the report was 
adopted. Invitations were receiv- 
ed from New York, Denver, San 
Francisco, Montgomery and New Or- 
leans. 

Legion and Organized Labor. 

The stand of the legion in regard 
to organized labor was not men- 
tioned in the report of the com- 
mittee on resolutions. However, a 
minority report was submitted, 
which recommended that “the Amer- 
ican Legion reiterate its well-known 
position, that it: hag no participa- 
tion in controversies between cap- 
ital and labor. The American Le- 
gion is not opposed to organized la- 
bor when it conducts iteself as we 
believe it normally does, in con- 
formity with law and order.” 

Heated discussions followed and 
the minority report was finally 
amended go that the last sentence 
was eliminated. Still the debate 
continued, some members taking 
the pesition that the American Le- 
gion need not make any statement 
on the subject, as the conduct of 
the organization had been such that 
there was no question where it 
stood. Others contended that peo- 
ple censured the legion because they 
did not know the exact stand taken 
on this matter. 

However, a substitute for the 
minority report was presented by 
California and adopted by the con- 
vention, standing “that this con- 
vention indorses the statement re- 
cently issued by the national com- 
mander, Franklin D’Olier, and ac- 
cepts that statement as the legion’s 
interpretation of its position in re- 
gard to organized labor.” 

The attitude of the national com- 
mander has been that of “strict 
neutrality” in matters having to do 
with organied labor. This “strict 
neutrality” ts what all factions 
wanted, the bone af contention be- 
ing as to whether or not it should 
be read into the records, ° 

The Legion and Politics. 

The stand of the legion regarding 
politics was not brought up today. 
The chairman of the committee on 
constitutional amendments reported 
that it had not reached a decision 
on this question, but would bring 
it in tomorrow. Article 15 of the 
legion constitution then was read, 
which provides that the report of 


the committee on _ constitutional 
amendments must be read twenty- 
four hours before action’ is taken. 
The chairman proceeded with the 
business finished by his committee, 
which included recommendations re- 
garding redistricting of the United 
States, with a vice commander as 
an intermediate administrative unit 
in each district; that no national 
commander be eligible for re-election 
and that past national commanders 
be made life members, without vot- 
ing power.

French General Enters. 


By a happy coincidence just as the 
poppy had been recommended and 
adopted as the memorial flower of 
the American Legion, General Marie 
Fayolle and his party entered con- 
vention hall. Five minutes of cheer- 
ing interrupted the meeting and the 
national commander declared the 
regular order of business tempor- 
arily suspended. Francis E. Drake, 
commander Paris Post .No. 1, in- 
troduced General Fayolle, who made 
a brief address. After telling the 
closeness of the two countries of 
America and France the general 
said: “As long as France and 
America remain united, who indeed 
would dare henceforth to disturb 
the peace of the world?” 

Sir Admirag W. sS. Grant, of the 
Royal navy, Great Britain, then 
addressed the convention. As he re- 
tired, there came cries of “Wood! 
Wood!” for General Leonard Wood, 
who was in the party. When the 
general appeared he was greeted as 
a “regular member” and not as an 
“honorary member.’ General Wood 
also spoke briefly. 

Practically all members of the 
national executive committee and 
several individuals received “pa- 
per citations” from the resolutions 
committee, thanking them for their 
work. The press of the United 
States also came in for its bouquet, 
then thanked “formally” for “serv- 
ice rendered.” i 

The report of the committee on 
finance and dues was adopted as 
read. 

During the morning ‘session rep- 
resentatives of the G. A. R., ladies 
relief corps, of the G. A. R., and 
the ladies’ auxiliary of the Spanish 
War Veterans, addressed the con- 
vention. 

The Rece for Commander, 

With the withdrawal of Milton J. 
Foreman, of Chicago, and Emmett 
O'Neill, of Kentucky, from the race 
for the national corumandership last 
night, only two formidable candi- 
dates were in the field when today's 
convention opened. 

Following caucuses, it was said, 
the New England delegations and 
several southern and Rocky Moun- 
tain states had definitely indorsed 
F. J. Galbraith, of Cincinnati. 

The claim also is made that the 
southerners will throw their sup- 
port to Hamilton Macnider, of Ma- 
son City, lowa, carrying with them 
the western states. The Macnider 
forces claimed they would. receive 
the support of at least twenty-three 
states, but reports of splits bring- 
ing new territory to the Galbraith 
ranks were frequently heard.

Cox and “Bone Dry” Law. 

Governér Cox in his speech here 
was asked by a member of his au- 
dience to state his attjjude toward 
the Volstead act. His reply was: 

“I shall oppose any measure that 
is in conflict with the constitution 
of the United States * and the 
eighteenth amendment as inter- 
preted by the supreme court. 

Asked at Yankton by an ex-serv- 
ice man what he proposed to do 
with the war risk comm mes bureau, 
Governor Cox answered: 

“T intend to reorganize it the first 
week I am in the white house. 

Someone in the audience also 
shouted: “What about Senator Har- 
ding’s brewery stock?

PROMINENT TANI MAN 


URGES GITY LICENSES 


For Every Auto Driver—To 
Be Issued Only After Care- 
ful Examination. 


A}l drivers of automobiles should 
Le regularly examined and licensed, 
says E. C. Bryant, of the Bryant 
Taxi company, concerning various 
means of lessening the fatalities 
from reckless, careless or ignorant 
driving, which have agitated At- 
lanta recently. This regular, care- 
ful examination into the driving 
ability of a person who wishes to 
run his own car will save much in 
life and property, he says. 

‘In New York,” said Mr. Bryant, 
woman or child who 
drives a @ar is required to stand a 
regular examination and take out a 
license. This applies to private own- 
ers as wel] as to commercial or pro- 
fessional drivers. 

“The examination is conducted by 
a regular board of examiners. It is 
conducted on the type of car which 
the applicant is to use. If he is go- 
ing to drive more than one type of 
ear, he has to stand a Separate ex- 
amination for each type. 

“It takes three days for an appli- 
cant to get through his examina- 
tions, which show if he is familiar 
with the car and its mechanism, 
and capable of driving it under all 
conditions” « traffic and over all 
kinds of streets, day and night. Ei- 


ther tn his own car or in one like 
it, he drives about the city with 
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one or more members of the exani- 
ining board as passengers. 

“When he eéts his. New York li- 
cense, he is a capable driver—or he 
doesn’t get the license. 

“In Atlanta, a man can buy a car 
and go to the salesroom and get it 
and drive it away, the dealer per- 
haps having got his license for him. 

“It usually is incapable driving 
by an unskilled driver that c.ruses 
accidents—the kind of driver who 
would not be given a license for 
driving if he had to stand a rigid 
examination to get it. I don’t em- 
ploy a n to drive for me until I 
or one of my mechanics have watch- 
ed him drive under all conditions in 
the car he is going to use.

Brussels, September 28.—(By the 
Apsociated Press.)—The session of 
the world financial conference to- 
day which had promised to be col- 
orless developed two unexpected 
features in the appearance before 
the delegates of Rolan .. Boyden 
the American unofficial repYesenta- 
tive, and Herr Bergmann, of Ger- 
many, whose speeches commanded 
Keenest attention and applause of 
equal fervor. The American and 
German attracted the first full gal- 
leries of the conference. 

When the afternoon proceedings 

gan President Ador said that 
some of the delegates had expressei

Word of this spread quickly 
D gh the lobbies of the audito- 
ridm and the galleries were filled 
in a few minutes as Mr. Boyden 
walked to the speaker's stand 
His remarks were awaited 
the greatest curiosity by al!

“Entirely Possible for the 
Mayor of Cork to Have 
Gone Without Food This 
Long,” Says One Expert. 
“It’s Impossible,” De- 
clares Another. 


“Terence MacSwiney, lord mayor 
of Cork, Ireland, has gone forty- 
seven days without food. This is\ 
a miracle of fortitude and princi- 
ple, a thing unheard of scientifical- 
ly. MacSwiney is already a hero 
and will probably be a martyr!” 

“Someone is slipping food to 
MacSwiney—perhaps in concentrat- 
ed form, perhaps stealthily in more 
substantial quantities—but it is 
certain that his system could not 
have withstood the lack of nour- 
ishment for this period of time.” 


. 

Thus argues the mind of the lay- 
man, and so—though in more sci- 
entifically couched language—ar- 
gue those® whose study and re- 
search make them most capable of 
delivering an opinion. Atlanta phy- 
Sicians, approached on ‘the topic, 
vary as do laymen; again scientists 
fail to agree. 

For instance, one doctor of At- 
lanta, ranked high among the spe- 
cialists of the south who have de- 


voted their time and thought to the 
functioning of the human stomach, 
Says: 

“It is entirely possible that Mac- 
Swiney has lived thus far without 
food. There have been cases prior 
to his wherein a fast of forty days 
was withstood successfully. : 

Cites Typhoid Cases. 


“It is no remarkable thing for 
a gag patient to go for five 
or Six weeks practically unfed, and 
then there is the undoubted authen- 
tic case of Dr. Henry S. Tanner, 
who, under the gupervision of a 
New York medical school, went for 
forty days without food. Dr. Tan- 
ner was forty-seven years of age 
at this time, in 1880, and he lived 
to be eighty-seven. 2 

“So it is possible that the Irish 
mayor has fasted for more than 
forty days. His length of life is 
dependent entirely on the tissues 
of his body. If he was in good 
Tiealth before the beginning of his 
abstinence, his tissues will burn 
out much more slowly than if he 
was in rather poor physical shape. 
Of course, jt is true that he is 
wasting his entire system, but his 
retention of life is entirely within 
scientific possibility.” 

The Opposing View, 


Then there is this oppaesing view 
from an Atlanta physician of years 
of experience, and equally as well 
known for his capability as a stom- 
ach specialist. Both of these men 
asked that their names be omitted 
from the publication of their opin- 
ion, for obvious reasons of ethics 
and lack of controversial desires. 

“It is impossible,’ says the doc- 
tor who believes that McSwiney 
has been receiving some sort of 
sustenance. 

“For the reason, chiefly, that Mc- 
Swiney is said to be still conscious. 
Had he lost consciousness, as would 
have been natural, I would.refrain 
from stating that I believe it im- 
possible, but reports say that he 
is still conscious. 

“Take the accounts we have read 
and hearg.of men shipwrecked, who 
have been forced to go without food 
for three or four days, even. They 
are always found in an unconscious 
State, and in many instances have 
resorted to savagery and even to 
cannibalism in their demented state. 
It is said that McSwiney is entirely 
conscious and in his right mind— 
no delirium. 


» 
On Practical Basis. 


“The human system, after all, is 
run on a practical basis, and can 
easily be compared to a commer- 
cial project. The body, unfed and 
unnourished, may run for a time 
on its reserve. But this reserve, 
like the reserve of a business con- 
cern, is quickly run through, if 
not replaced in the proper manner. 
As soon as the reserve is exhaust- 
ed the business and the human sys- 
tem begin an inroad on their capi- 
tal, and of course this is quickly 
disastrous. 

“There is no doubt in my mind 
that he is being covertly fed, and 
this opinion. I think, is concurred 
in by men much better qualified to 
state their thoughts than I.” 

The state of McSwiney’s will, and 
the probability that his self-deter- 
mination Avas assisting him™to live 
was braoched to some of the physi- 
cians, but they said that his wil] 
would have little to do with his 
eondition if he had fasted for this 
length of time, that the only fac- 
tor to be considered was his physic- 
al condition before the beginning 
of the fast, and his powers of re- 
sistance.

Los Angeles, September 28.—The 
possibility of negroes taking the 
place of Asiatics as farm work- 
ers in California, was discu-sed to- 
day at the convention of the Indus- 


trial and Commercial Council of the 
people of African descent. : 

W. H. Sanders, a Los Angeles del- 
egate, said he was in direct touch 
with at least five thousand ne- 
groes who will come to California 
to take up truck gardening in case 
persons of Oriental races are bar- 
red from further colonization in 
this state. He said the workmen 
would be headed by graduates of 
the agricultural department of Tus- 
kegee institute. 

Capital was subscribed for a co- 
operative company to market prod- 
ucts of negro farmers through gro- 
cery stores to be established in ne- 
gro communities. 

An “address to 
people” was issued in which the 
convention declared labor to be 
the ggreatest asset of people of 
African descent and that “brain, 
brawn, a few acres, a mill wheel 
and a smokestack, with uncompro- 
mising faith in God Almighty will 
make any race of people happy and 
comfortable.”

POPULATION FIGURES 
GIVEN FOR FOUR STATES 


Washington, September 28.—Four 
states, the 1920 population of Which 
were announced today by the census 
bureau. showed gradual declines ‘in 
their respective® relative increases 
over preceding decades. 


Illinois has a populations of 
6,485,098; an increase of 846,507, or 
15.0 per cent over 1910. The state 
is expected to maintain its rank 
as the third most populous state, al- 
though its 1920 population shows 
the lowest relative crease in the 
State’s history, falling short of the 
1910 percentage increase by 1.9. 
Louisiana, with a:population of 
1,797,798, ‘increased 141,410, or 8.5 
percent over 1910. The state shawed 
both its smallest numerical and rel- 
ative increases since 1870. Its 1920 
rank cannot be determined until 
other states which ranked directly 
above or beneath it in 1910 have 
been announced. 

Montana, with a population of 
547,593, showed an _ increase of 
171,540, or 45.6 per cent over 1910. 
This was the state’S’S largest numer- 
ical increase, but its percentage in- 
crease was the lowest. falling short 
of its previous lowest relaitve in- 
crease of 1910 by 8.9. The state 
ranked fortieth in 1910, but has 
passed New Hampshire in the 1920 
rank. . 

New Mexico's 
announced as 


populatino was 
60,247; an in- 
crease of 32,946, or 10.1 per cent 
over 1910. The figures show the 
state to have made the lowest nu- 
merical increase since 1880, when 
the growth was 27,691, and the sec- 
ond lowest relative increase in its 
history. New Mexico ranged as 
forty-fourth state in 1910, but 
passed Vermont in this census.

One of the reso- 
lutions adopted at Moscow asserts 
that “the activities of the third in- 
ternationale should not by any 
means be limited to the territories 
of Europe, but should be extended 
to India, Afghanistan, Turkey, Per- 
sia, Korea, China, Indo-China and 
the Latin-American countries.” 

Thus is seen the soviet’s ambi- 
tious plans, which might work to 
the further spread of bolshevism 
were it not that almost in the 
twinkling of an eye the civilized 
nations of the world have become 
militantly aroused to what this 
movement means. 

The other nations—Switzerland 
only last week—have expelled the 
soviet propagandists, and the As- 
sociated Press of September 27 
carries the following dispatch from 
Washington: 

Washington, September 27.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Alfred Na- 
gle, diplomatic representative of the 
Letvian government, who recently 
was ordered deported from New

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D, 


THE FINGERS MAKE MISCHIEF. 

It is to many sufferers a painful 
question why one boll is so likely 
to be followed by a Series. Long ago 
Old Doctor Bunk intimated in his 
spring tonic or blood purifier alma- 
nac that a crop or succession of 
boils indicated “impure blood,” the 
boils being presumably “corruption” 
coming to the surface. This ex- 
planation made a big hit with the 
credulous almanac readers, and 
moreover it helped sell many bot- 
tles of Doctor Bunk’s concoctions, 
for once the victim began taking 
the junk each new boil was evi- 
dence that the medicine was “driv- 
ing the impurities out of the sys- 
tem.” Of all the idiotic notions the 
grand old public has been bred on 


this one of medicine driving poison 
in or Out or through or under igs 
the most asinine, though it is stil] 
one of the biggest selling points the 
nostrum exploiters have. 

We need not postulate any par- 
ticular fault of the blood in order 
to account for boils, series or crops 
of boils, or recurring boils. A boil 
is a little abscess, and an abscess 
is a collection of pus. Pus (common- 
ly called matter) is the detritus left 
when tissue substance breaks down 
and dies, together with the dead 
bodies of innumerable millions of 
scavenger cells (white blood cor- 
puscles, phagocytes). These scaven- 
ger cells make their way through 
the delicate walls of the microscopic 
capillary blood Vessels and migrate 
through the tiSsues to attack invad- 
ing germs; if the scavenger cells 
or phagocytes win, they swallow or 
more properly ee 4 themselves 
around bunches of the germs and 
digest and destroy the invadera— 
which disappear in the bodies of the 
white cells. If the germs win, the 
white cells die, and become pus 
cells. 

The germs responsible for the 

boil gain entrance through some 
minute or unnoticed break of the 
skin, such as an abrasion produced 
by a rough collar band or the frac- 
tion of some part of the clothing on 
the skin. The healthy, clean skin 
constantly harbors germs capable of 
setting up inflammation or  pus- 
if they once find their 
Way into the skin. Playing this 
role seems to arouse or increase the 
virulence of the germs. 
_ One of the most difficult features 
in first aid for wounds is insistence 
on a Sstrict policy of “hands off.” 
It is human nature to touch the 
wound with the fingers, and this 
impulse is even stronger in the case 
of a boil. Now once the: fingers 
touch a boil or the skin over a boil. 
the fingers are contaminated with 
pus-producing germs, and may read- 
ily convey the virulent or aroused 
germs to new fields, implanting 
them for the production of new 
boils. This, then, is the usual ex- 
planation for the second and all 
subsequent boils.

To the Traveling Salesmen of America. 
By. Howard Egbert, Editor, Dayton News. 

That justice may be done, and that mis- 
representation be disclosed by resort only 
to truth, 1 am persuaded that the facte 
associated with an editorial which ap- 
peared in The Dayton News on August 15, 
1914, subsequent matters pertaining to it 
and the present vicious hostility against 
the candidacy of Governor Cox in this con- 
nection promoted by Coleman du Pont, the 
multi-millionaire powder manufacturer, 
should be made public. Mr. du Pont, signs 
his name as “Chairman, Traveling Men’s 
Bureau”’ of the republican national conm- 
mittee. 

The editorial referred to was written by 
Howard Bratton, who was editorial writer 
for The News at that time. Mr. Bratton 
was away from the city on a vacation trip 
at the time of publication, and the edi- 
torial was one that he had prepared in ad- 
vance. His attention was called to the mat- 
ter upon his return. In the meantime, 
however, Governor James M. Cox was in- 
formed of the editorial while he was tour- 
ing the state as a candidate for governor. 
Immediately upon having the _ editorial 
called to his attention, he sent the follow- 
ing telegram to Daniel E. Kumler, man- 
aging editoy of The Dayton News: 

‘‘My attention has been called to an. 
editorial which appeared in The Daily 
News in criticism of commercial tray- 
elers. This is an insult so gratuitous 
and uncalled for, an affront to an 
organization of men which has made 
present development of the American 
markets possible, and it is so radically 
in conflict with the policy of the news- 
papers which I own and control, that 
I request you to insist at once upon 
the editorial writer responsible for jt 
publishing an apology to the commercial 
travelers over his signature, without 
unnecessary delay. 

“JAMES M. COX, 

August 24, 1914.’’ 
This telegram was printed on the first 
page of The News immediately upon its 
receipt. 

Mr. Bratton returned to his desk on 
September 7, 1914, over his own signature 
and at the head of his editorial column 
printed the following: 

“APOLOGY. 

“The spirit of the editorial has been 
altogether misunderstood. The commercial 
traveler is a wholly necessary factor in 
distribution and works along perfectly hon- 
orable and legitimate lines. 

“I sincerely regret the interpretation that 
has been placed upon this editorial, and 
to any who may have taken umbrage giad- 
ly apologize for having expressed mgself 
clumsily. Nothing was farther from my 
intention than to say anything which could 
be construed as an attack on the travel- 
ing saleswien engaged in legitimate promo- 
tion of fndustry.’’ 

The republican national committee has 
endeavored to cause it to appear that Gov- 
ernor Cox, the democratic candidate for the 
presideney, inspired the editorial referred 
to in Coleman du Pont’s pamphlet, which 
is being distributed to the four corners of 
the nation, accompanied by malicious 
sketches by a cartoonist in the employ of 
the republican national committee. Gov- 
ernor Cox, of course, knew nothing about 
this editorial until it appeared in his pa- 
per, and he was quick to demand a re- 
traction and apology. Scores of. letters 
have come to the office of The News re- 
pudiating the malicious inference which 
Coleman du Pont’s letter meant to leave 
with the traveling men of the Unite] 
States. Many other communications have 
asked for a genuine explanation of the cir- 
cumstances associated with this matter. 

I have felt, therefore, that The News, 
which printed the editorial referred to, 
owes it to the traveling salesmen of Amer- 
ica publicly to present the facts in this 
case that justice may be done and that 
truth be net crucified by a political ma- 
chine, while issues of great pith .and mo- 
ment are lost sight of in an avalanche of 
misrepresentations and calumny proceeding 
from the republican national committee 
headquarters. If Mr. Harding’s position as 
a candidate is so precarious as to make 
resort to deliberate falsehood necesaary, it 
is certain that- even the unlimited funds 
contributed and being spent freely in his be- 
half will not suffice to bolster up a cause 
that American citizens, with their love for 
fair play, have r@udiated.

If Plan Continues Effective, 
Says He Will Adopt It 
Over the State. 


In an effort to add to the safety 
of highways and to further safe- 
cuard human lives, Captain P. M 
Feltham, formerly of the United 
States army, has worked out an au- 
tomatic device to be set in the pub- 
lic roads to give unmistakable 
warnine when automobiles are ap- 
proaching dangerous curves, 
bridges, railroad crossings, street 
intersections, etc. 

The device, as invented by Cap- 
tain Feltham, is arranged in such a 
way that it cannot in any way in- | 
jure cars that run over it, or be- 
come in any way danger7us to trav- 
elers on the highways. 

The invention, explained briefly, 
consists of a channel iron let into 
the surface of the roadway, 
tending from one side to the ° 
is kept a slight 
above the surface of the road by 
weights. When it is run over by 
an automobile or other vehicle, the 
channel iron is depressed, making 
an electrical connection, thereby 
ringing big gongs which can be 
heard for hundreds of yards. 

The safety warning is entirely 
automatic and is of such simple and 
strong construction that it cann>i 
fail to work. Placed near danger- 
ous places in the roadways of the 
state, it is believed that the device | 
would prevent hundreds of acci-’ 
dents that take place each year, 
and for this reason the inventor has 
been given a high indorsement of 
the alarm by W. R. Neal, of the 
state highwav department, who has 
placed one of the devices near the 
nighway garage in Glenn street. 

In his letter to Captain Feltham. 
Mr. Neal says: 

“I wish to state to you that after 
several months’ trial of your auto- 
matic alarm for highways, I wiah 
to congratulate you on  havine 
made, in my opinion, a perfectly 
practicable, economical and effec- 


ings. This alarm will be the means. 
[ believe, of saving a great many 
lives. 

“It is my intention to ¢nstall, as 
soon as they can be manufactured, 
at least ten of these alarms on our 
most important highways, and at a 
later date, after a more  carefu! 
study of their effectiveness, it is 
my intention to use them through- 
out the State on our state high- 
ways.”

That the many predictions for a 
banner year in the grand, old grid- 
iron game out at Georgia Tech are 
not all so much talk is borne out 
in the announcement made Tuesday 
evening by Dr. J. B. Crenshaw, Ci- 
rector of athletics in the college. 
The new wooden bleachers, built 
only fast year to accommodate the 


fast-increasing crowds at the foot- 
ball contests on Grant Field, have 
been outgrown already and it is nec- 
essary to puild an addition at once. 

The structure, as it now stands, 
seats comfortably 2,000 persons and 
possibly a hundred or so more 1n 
a pinch. The present plans, as ap- 
proved by Dr. Crenshaw and Dr. 5. 
S Wallace. treasurer of the Tech 
Athletic association, call for an en- 
largement of these football bleach- 
ers so that the seating capacity w!ll 
be exactly doubled. 


Immediate Work. 


The plans call for immediate work 
and it will not be necessary to raze 
any part of the present stands. Ten 
tiers of seats are to be added on 
the back, or top side, each tier to 
hold some two hundred persons. The 
stands are in an excellent location 
with respect to the gridiron proper 
and these higher tiers will furnish 
an even more advantageous view- 
point than do the lower ones. 

The contract for the construction 
of the stands is to be let today or 
tomorrow.and work will probably 
be begun Friday. It is to be rushed 
with all possible speed and if the 
weather permits at all, it will be 
finished and ready for occupancy by 
Saturday week. It is on this dav 
that Tech meets the Davidson eleven 
out on Grant Field, ‘and, incident- 
ally, this is the last game on the 
Tech flats until the Golden Tornado 
meets Centre college there on the 
30th of October. 

Coupled with this announcement 
of enlarging the stands comes the 
news from Prof. A. H. Armstrong, 
who has charge of the sale of 
tickets to the Teeth games, that be- 
ginning with the Oglethorpe game | 
on Saturday the entire seating ca- | 
pacity of the concrete stadium is to 
be reserved.

In attacking this statement, the 
officials in their conference late

and that low prices mean financial 
ruin to the cotton-growing inter- 
ests. It was pointed out that the 
farmers are offering ample securi- 
ty to the federal reserve banks in 
the shape of cotton receipts from 
recognized warehouses. 

It was further charged by the 
officials the policy being followed 
by Secretary Houston has already 
@driven down the price of cotton 150 
points; that the process of deflation 
should be applied where inflation 
has occurred instead of proceeding 
in the opposite direction. 

“Drive Is Unwarranted.” 

There has been an undercurrent 
of dissatisfaction among the cotton 
growers of the state over the pres- 
ent market’ price of cotton for the 
past several weeks, it was stated, 
and tt was declared by the officials 
that the drive against the price of 
spot cottn is absolutely unwarrant- 
ed, and no reason can be advanced 
for foreing the market below the 
cost of production. 

While the telegrams are being 
sent to every county in Georgia, 
Commissioner Brown is preparing a 
statement which will be released 
today. In this statement the com- 
missioner will outline the purposes 
of the meeting Thursday, and will 
‘urge every one interested in the 
financial interests of the south and 
the cotton growers to be present. 

Throughout Mcnday there were 
many callers at the offices of the 
commissioner, and it was evident 
the announcement of the secretary 
of the treasury has caused much 
agitation and anxiety, it was stated.

Brown's Statemenr. 


After a conference in the morn- 
ing with Mr. Maddox and other of- 
ficials, Mr. Brown issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

We are planning, he said, to suggest 
to President Wannamaker a meeting in 
Washington, at the earliest possible date, 
of the heads of all organizations of farm- 
ers in the United States, including not 
only the cotton growers, but also the wheat 
growers, the cattle growers, the hog grow- 
ers, the corn growers, the fruit growers 
and others. 

The federal reserve act explicitly pro- 
vides credit facilities, for the producers 
of farm crops, the intent of this being to 
enable them to hold their crops for favora- 
ble markets. Apparently Secretary Houston 
is undertaking to repeal the policy of the 
federal reserve act by a personal dictum. 
His logic, if. carried to its ultimate Concly- 
sion, Must mean that the farmer shall 
dump his products on the market regard- 
less of whether he gets the cost of produc- 
tior plus a reasonable profit. 

It is all very well to talk of deflation, 
but the process should be applied where 
inflation has occurred, instead of proceeding 
in the opposite direction. s long as the 
spinner is making $4 worth of cloth out of 
every 40 cents worth of cotton, it is not 
worth while to talk to the cotton grower 
about deflating the cotton market. As 
long as the miller is making multiplied 
profits out of flour, it fs not worth while 
to talk to the wheat grower about deflat- 
ing the price of wheat. 

We have been positively informed tn writ- 
ing by the officials of the Sixth Federal 
Reserve bank, in Atlanta,. that they are 
not going to curtail their discounts on 
paper secured by cotton warehouse receipts. 
We want to know why Secretary Houston 
is outlining one policy in Washington, 
while the officials of our bank in this 
are outlining another. Secretary 
statements have alreaty ham- 
mered down the price of .cotton 150 points. 
The farmers are insisting @n bonded ware- 
They are offering warehouse re- 
ceipts tor legitimate loans. They are doing 
everything in their power to secure the 
benefits of the federal reserve system. 
They are handicapped by the failure of 
many state banks to become members of 
the system, and by the statemen of 
Secretary, Houston, which are being issued 
in Washington, 


Chain of Cotton Banks, 


Governor Dorsey, in answering 
the telegram, proposed a southern 
chain of cotton banks such as he 
is organizing in this state. His re- 
ply follows: 

In re: Telegram September 27:% I have 
heretofore indicated that in my opinion each 
of the southern cotton growing states should 
establish banking institutions and that each 
of these should then, under federal laws, 
take stock in export corporation ag sug- 
gested by Governor Harding. 

We are organizing here Georgia Cotton 
Bank and Trust corporation. Stock sub- 
scribed will be called in November 1, and 
at stated periods thereafter. Feel that we 
will have this organization perfected early 
in the first months of next year. Suggests 
that American Cotton association get hack 
of this enterprise in Georgia and then pro- 
ceed with similar organizationg in other 
States. This, in my opinion and in the 
opinion of nearly every well-informed cotton 
man with whom I have talked, offers the 
only opportunity for relief, 

I can’t believe that you can hope to solve 
all these questions by resolutiong and con- 
ferences.

Synopsis of Traffic Laws 
Now in Force in Atlanta 


Recent agitation in Atlanta inci- 
dent to alleged gross and constant 
Violation of the city’s traffic ordi- 
mances will make the following re- 
view of those ordinances of value 
to citizens. Briefly, the laws re- 
garding traffic and manipulation 
of motor vehicles are as follows: 

All vehicles shall keep to the right. 

Slow moving rehicles shall keep in sin- 
gie file as near as possibe to the right 


curb. 

Vehicles moving in the opposite direction 
shall pass to the right. 

Vehicles moving in the same direction 
shall pass to the left, and upon signal 
drivers shall facilitate such passing by 
pulling over as near as possible to the 
right curb. 

No vehicle shall stop or stand within the 
intersection of any two streets. 

Drivers shall by hand or whip or other- 
wise give unmistakable signal of their in- 
tention to slow down, stop, back or turn 
a vehicle. If to turn, the direction to be 
taken shall also be indicated. 

A vehicle turning to the right into an- 
other street shall drive as near the right- 
hand curb as practicable. 

A vehicle turning to the left into an- 
other street shall drive around the cen- 
ter of the intersection of the two streets. 

Vehicles wishing to cross from one side 
of the street to the other shall: go to the 
next intersecting street before making the 


turn. 
Keep to the Right. 

All vehicles on streets divided by park- 
way, sunken way, viaduct, or safety one 
shall keep to the right of such division. 

Motor vehicles, when overtaking a street 
car that is stopping for the purpose of 
receiving or discharging passengers, shall 
stop until passengers have passed away 
from in front of said vehicle. 

In overtaking a street car, vehicles shall 
pass it on the right. If there is no suf- 
ficient space to pass on the right, follow 
the car until there is space on the right. 

No vehicle shall take on or discharge 
passengers except at the righthand curb. 
Designated one-way traffic streets are an 
exception to this rule. 

No vehicle shall back to a curb except 
when actually loading or unloading, and 
then not longer es * necessary. If a 
horse-drawn vehicle, e animal drawing 
same shall be turned parallel with the 
curb and in the direction of traffié All 
vehicles shall stand parallel with and near 
right-hand curb ard two vehicles must not 
stand abreast. : 

Processions shall not be cut by vehicles

—— by permission of police or traffic 
officer. 

Drivers of all vehicles shall observe sig- 
nals of traffic officer at intersecting 
streets. 

A vehicle on the approach of fire ap- 
paratus shall immediately draw parallel 
and near to right-hand curb and stop. 

Wheh in the performance of emergency 
duty, the following vehicles shall have the 
right-of-way: U. 8. mail, police, fire pa- 
trol, emergency, repair or. public service 
corporations and ambulances,

Vehicles and street cars shall not be 
driven at a higher rate of than 
twelve miles per hour within the inner 
fire limits, nor twenty miles per _ 
outside of such limits: nor in any park 
and maintained by’ the city at a 
greater rate of speed than twelve miles 
per hour. 

Vehicles and street cars shall slow down 
to half legal speed when crossing ‘‘heavy 
traffic streets,’’ and in school zone. 

Speed of vehicles and street cars shall 
at all times be co lied by traffic con- 
ditions and may be med reckless although 
within these limits. 

What is known as ‘‘jay-walking’’ is 
prohibited ‘“‘Jay-walking’’ is defined as ir- 
regularly crossing or carelessly walking up 
and down streets at any place without 
proper notice of apnroaching traffic. Pe 
destrians are required to use care to avoid 
collisions or accidents, and the following 
rules are therefore established with refer- 
ence to the use of the streets by pedes- 
trians: 

Avoid interference with vehicle traffic 
and shall not step from sidewalk without 
careful notice of what is approaching. 

Crossing the streets at right angles at in- 
tersections when required, or between inter- 
sections where permitted. At all placs 
where traffic officers are stationed. pedes- 
trians shal] watch the signals of the traf- 
fie officer and shall follow designated side- 
walk lines, 

Keep to the right in moving along the 


sidewalks. 

Passengers alighting from street cars 
shall proceed directly to the right-hand 
curb. 

At all intersecting streets where a traf- 
fic officer is stationed, pedestrians before 
crossing said street shall notice the sig- 
nal of said traffic officer and when ap- 
proaching vehicles are stopped by said of- 
ficer pedestrians going in the same di- 
rection shall also stop on such signal and 
shall not cross said intersecting street un- 
pe signalled to do so by the said traffic 
officer.

Editor The Constitution: 

Recent auto tragedies have awak- 
ened much discussion and feeling 
against reckless drivers. Nothing 
has been said about reckless pedes- 
trians, It is true that there is much 
reckless driving, but it is also true 
that there is far more reckless con- 
duct on the part of pedestrians and 
the wonder is that there are not 
more accidents because. of such 
recklessness, 

No driver will ruthlessly and wan- 
tonly run down a pedestrian, and 
while recklessness on the driver's 
part makes tragedy unavoidable, 
recklessness on the _ pedestrian’s 
part will cause the same results. 

There are far mote pedestrians 
than drivers, and many of these, 
like many drivers, exercise every 
precaution in negotiating passage. 
However, therge are hundreds of 
pedestrians, perhaps thousands, who 
cross streets, step off of curbs, re- 
trace their steps in the middle of 
a crossing, ete., with utter disre- 
gard.

Certain pedestrians are entirely 
too careiess, not wantonly so, but 
because they are thoughtless; also, 
many are not aware of the limita- 
tions of control by the auto driver.

Hangings and other punishment, 
as proposed in recent articles, will 
not correct the trouble; besides, such 
procedure is a great injustice to 
many innocent drivers.

Asked for Minimum Wage 
Scale of $40 Per Week 
and 44-Hour Week. 


Asking for a minimum wage scale 
of $40 per week and a maximum 
week of 44 hours, which has been 
declined by the job printing and 
publishing houses of the city, the 
union job pressmen of Atlanta 
walked out at 190 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. Statements made by 
Charles P. Byrd, head of the Byrd 
Printing company, and C. B. Gor- 
ham, secretary of the Southeastern 
Typothetae federation, were that 
the walkout will perhaps effect all 
the pressmen in the employ of the 
union shops, and that it will also 
affect many union pressmen em- 
ployed in bon-union shops of the 
city. O. L. McMichael, president of 
the accra union, said they 
had hegotiated for ninety days and 
that failure to agree with the em- 
ployers forced the men to take 
action. 

The exact number of men affect- 
ed by the strike has not been de- 
termined, but it is believed that: the 
number will reach 100. 

The job pressmen made the above 
demands upon the Atlanta job 
shops, and were told, according to 
Mr. Byrd, of the Byrd Printing com- 
pany, that the question of wages 
would be discussed with the men, 
but that a reduction of hours and 
a minimum of $40 a week would 
not be granted. 

The union job pressmen, it was 
stated, were to have held a meeting 
Monday night and reported back to 
the employing printing companies 
Tuesday morning, but, according to 
Mr. Gorham, instead of the report 
being rendered the men walked out 
about 10 o’clock Tuesday morning.

That there is a strong tendency 
to lowered prices on clothing for 
next year, and that even now the 
retail clothing merchants of Atlan- 
ta are giving assurances of prices 
at the lowest consistent profit, is the 
Statement of seVeral Atlanta mer- 
chants who have just returned from 
Chicago, where they attended the 
ational Retail Clothiers’ conven- 
ion. 

More than one thousand delegates 
were preSent at the big meeting, 
thousand progressive retail clothiers 
which make up the membership of 
the national association. Thirteen 
delegates attended from Georgia, 
Atlanta sending five. These were 
Morris Eis‘ man, national represen- 
tative; Isauc Lipstein, L. Cc. Adler, 
Joseph Freitag and HR. C. Chapman. 

“Our meeting was most interest- 
ing,” declared Morris Eiseman, the 
national representative from Geor- 
gia, “and the fact was clearly devel- 
oped that members of the associa- 
tion were Operating on the lowest 
margin of profit ever reported in 
the history of the clothing business. 

“One of the most interesting 
‘(events of the meeting—and one 
which bears out the statement just 
made—was the statistics brought 
out by Professor Horace E. Secrist, 
head of the department of business 
research of the Northwestern unil- 
versity. These statistics showed 
that by a -urvey of 276 merchants, 
distributed in all parts of the United 
States and doing a business of over 
$28,000,000 a year, that the retail 
merchant pays $70 for every one 
hundred dollars’ worth of clothing 
sold, and that it costs $22.70 to sel] 
it, thus leaving a profit of only 
$7.30 on each $100 transaction, or a 
little over. 7 per cent. Out of this 
$7.30 the merchant must pay the in- 
come, excess profit and all other 
taxes. 

“Every member in that conven- 
tion,” continued Mr. Eiseman, ‘‘was 
working for the stabilization of 
prices and to obtain lower costs for 
merchandise from the manufactur- 
ers. It is gratifying to report that 
the manufacturers were all willing 
and anxious to aid in priee reduc- 
tion. The entire labors of the con- 
vention were bent to this cause, and. 
the retailers agreed to do what they 
could to accomplish ‘his purpose.

ALLEGED MAIL ROBBER 


WAL BE TRED HERE 


Ivy West Is Arrested and 
*_ Big Sum in Cash Is 
Seized. 


Richmond, Va., September 28.— 
Ivy W. West, alias Ben Wilbern 
Franklin, 24, suspected of being 
one of a trio of robbers who stole 
more than $300,000 in cash and se- 
curities and diamonds valued at 
$9,000 in a registered mail pouch 
from a train en route between At- 
lanta and Charlotte, N. C., was bound 
over to the United States grand 
jury this afternoon before United 
States Commissioner Melvin Fle- 
genheimer. 

West, in default of $10,000 bail, 
was remanded to the Henrico county 
jail pending trial in Atlanta. West 
was arrested at the home of hia 
wife here today by postoffice in- 
spectors. The robbery occurred be- 
tween Atlanta and Charlotte, N. C. 

The other two alleged robbers, C. 

C. Monroe and Rufus Kight, both 
were arrested shortly after the 
crime, and are now in jail in At- 
lanta. 
“From Monroe and Kight the in- 
Spectors declared was recovered all 
but $16,500 of the bonds and sev- 
eral of the diamonds. After the ar- 
rest of West, Postal Inspector W. J. 
Dixon recovered at a local pawn- 
shop a $500 Liberty bond which had 
been sold for $490, and a diamond 
ring valued at $750, which had been 
pawned for $250. On West’s person 
was found between $8,000 and $9,000 
in cash. 

West is a native of Amelia coun- 
ty, Virginia, where his parents live. 
Hé came to Richmond last night 
from Baltimore. Several out-of- 
town special agents of the govern- 
ment had been following his move- 
ments,-and these men all concen- 
trated in Richmond this morning.

GORDON BENNETT CUP 


Etampes, France, September 28.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Sadi Le 
Cointe, the famous French aviator, 
today won the international air- 
plane race for the James Gordon 
Bennett trophy. He covered the 
course of 300 kilometers, or 186.3 
miles in 1 hour 6 minutes 17 1-5 
seconds. F. P. Raynham, the sole 
British representative, withdrew 
after covering the first lap. 

De Romanet, one of the French 
competitors, withdrew after the 
second lap, but after spending 20 
minutes in adjustments to his ma- 
chine re-entered the race and fin- 
ished in 1 hour 39 minutes 5 2-5 
seconds. 

Kirsch, a 


second Frenchman, 
withdrew after making 200 kilo- 
meters in 48 minutes, 52 seconds. 

After the race had been in prog- 
ress less than an hour, the contest 
had narrowed down to a possible 
three competitors, one of them Ma- 
jor R. W. Schroeder, an American. 
Major Schroeder shortly afterward 
also was eliminated, withdrawing 
afAer flying 100 kilometers because 
of ignition trouble. Howard Rine- 
hart, the other American, withdrew 
soon after’ starting, because of 
difficulty with the steering mech- 
anism. The Americans thus were 
out of the race. ' 

Kirsch, in a Nieuport, made the 
fastest time of the day for 100 kilo- 
meters, negotiating the first lap in 
21 minutes 29 seconds flat.

was the third consecutive victory 
by the French.

GOVERNMENT REECTS 
PLAN OF BIG PACKERS 


Washington, September 28.—The 
plan of the “big five” Chicago meat 
packers for disposition of their 
Stockyard interests was rejected by 
the government today on the ground 
that it provided new\ means by 
Which the buying and) selling of 
live stock could be restrained and 
controlled. 

Formal objection to the packer 
Proposal and to Frederick H. Prince 
and company, Boston bankers, as 
a proposed purchaser of the inter- 
ests, was filed by Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer in. the District of Co- 
lumbia supreme court. Refusal of 
the attorney general to agree to 
the plan opens the way for litiga- 
tion when the case is heard in 
court, October 7. 

Sanction of the plan of the pack- 
ers, the government's petition de- 
clared, would mean approval of vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws. It 
was held that the holding corpora- 
tion which the packers suggested 
be organized to take over the pack- 
er interests would constitute, in it- 
self, a violation of the Sherman 
law and that it would result in ma- 
nipulation of sales and traffic so 
that packing plants at the yards 
so owned by the corporation would 
be given preference and others re- 
tarded. 

The objections of the department 
of justice, as set forth in the gZov- 
ernment’s petition, followed the 
Manes of a recent report by the fed- 
eral trade commission, which held 
that the proposed holding corpora- 
tion would enable employment of 
monopolistic prattices. 

In submitting its petition the gov- 
ernment laid before the court no 
alternative plan and officials de- 
clined to predict the course that 
would be followed should the court 
sustain the government.
